PITTSBURGH A P - “ I have no 
plans beyond sitting in the garden 
in back of my house and smiling 
in the sun.” 
That’s what Hoy Smith. 77, a 
retired coal miner, said Sunday 
as he left Presbyterian Hospital 
for h is home in Fairmont, W.Va. 
Smith is being kept alive by a 
electric heart beat provided by a 
battery about as big as a king 
sire pack of cigarets. Smith has 
two stainless-steel electrodes sew­ 
ed onto the outer surface of his 
heart. The electrodes are attach­ 
ed to the battery which electrical­ 
ly stimulates the heart beat 
Can't Button Shirt 
The unique but powerful battery 
will assure Smith most of the 
normal activities of a human be­ 
ing for the rest of his life, ac­ 
cording to doctors. 
He had been bedridden since 
June 6 with a severe heart con­ 
dition. During that time he has 
been dependent on the electrical
